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ABSTRACT 

This document contains descriptions of 66 adult 
education experimental demonstration projects and 18 adult education 
staff development projects conducted in Pennsylvania in fiscal year 
1992. The projects are funded through Section 353 of the Adult 
Education Act of 1988. Each description includes a project number, 
project costs, contact person with address, abstract, expected 
products, and project descriptors. The projects address various needs 
related to adult basic education instruction. General Educational 
Development test preparation, English-as-a-Second-Language 
instruction, family literacy, and workplace literacy. Some 
representative projects include the following: assessing individuals 
with learning differences, problems, and disabilities; auditory 
aspects of reading/writing instruction; closed caption application 
for adult literacy students; computer connections; deaf adult 
literacy tutor handbook revision; developing new reader support 
groups through book discussions; math without fears; international 
booklet of idioms and recipes; bringing good coping skills materials 
to more adult students; study skills for single parents; success 
stories — from learning to earning; meeting the needs of the adult 
low-level reader; national issues forums — citizenship through 
literacy; staff and board development; and training on domestic 
violence issues for adult basic education/literacy instructors and 
counselors.

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FOREWORD 



Each year, the Pennsylvania Department of Education's Bureau of Adult Basic and 
Literacy Education awards ^ants to public and private educational agencies and organiza- 
tions for the development of specialprojects. The grants, known as Special Projects, are 
funded through Section 353 of the Federal Adult Education Act of 1988 (P.L. 100-297). 
This section mandates that the Department of Education use not less than 10 percent of 
its annual federal allotment under the Act for special experimental demonstration* staff 
training and small grant projects. For fiscal year 1991-92, a total of $1,278,171 has been 
allocated to 86 Section 353 grantees. 

These grants are used in Pennsylvania to strengthen the Adult Basic Education 
Program through experimentation with new methods, programs and techniques. In addi- 
tion, funds are used to provide staff development for personnel workii^ in programs. In- 
formation about projects is disseminated statewide to encourage the adoption/adaptation 
of successful practices. Thus, the impact of the funding is extended. 

This year's projects address varied priorities directly related to Adult Basic Edu- 
cation (grade levek 0-8) instruction, General Educational Development (srade levels 
9-12) preparation and En^h as a Second Language as defined in the Adult Education 
Act. They also focus to a Eirge extent on Family Literacy and Workforce Education. 

Upon completion, all of the projects described in this booklet will be submitted to 
tl;e Pennsylvania Department of Education and housed at AdvancE, Pennsylvania's 
clearinghouse for adult education.
